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FOREWORD 


SOME  fifteen  years  ago,  at  the  beginning  ol  my  interest  in  early 
American  glass,  I  had  no  idea  that  my  rather  modest  attempt  to 
assemble  a  few  rare  and  representative  examples  of  early  American 
craftsmanship  in  one  of  the  oldest  arts  known  to  man  would  culminate  in  an 
auction  at  the  leading  art  auction  gallery  of  the  country.  But  such  is  the 
zest  of  the  collector  and  student  that  I  now  find  myself  with  an  excessively 
large  collection  of  early  American  glass. 

It  is,  I  think,  with  justifiable  pride  that  I  view  the  results  of  my  en- 
deavors in  this  fascinating  field  of  collecting;  pride  because  my  sustained 
efforts  have  been  rewarded  with  a  collection  unparalleled  in  its  comprehen- 
siveness as  to  factory  representation  and  unique  in  its  continuity,  illustrative 
ol  the  entire  development  of  the  art  and  craft  of  glass  making  in  America,  a 
collection  which  in  these  characteristics  and  in  the  absolute  uniqueness  and 
individuality  of  a  very  large  number  of  important  examples  cannot,  I 
believe,  ever  again  be  duplicated  or  equalled. 

But  dismay  is  mingled  with  pride  at  the  realization  of  the  tremendous 
responsibility  assumed  in  bringing  together  under  one  roof,  and  privately 
owned,  such  a  vast  and  valuable  representation  of  one  of  America's  first 
arts.  During  these  years  I  have  not  only  enjoyed  the  thrills  of  collecting 
but  especially  the  opportunity  for  comparative  study  in  the  field  of 
American  glass  which  could  not  have  been  possible  except  under  such  con- 
ditions and  with  such  a  collection  constantly  available. 

But  now  the  time  has  come  when  I  feel  I  can  no  longer  continue  the 
responsibility  of  private  ownership  of  a  collection  of  such  magnitude.  My 
hope  has  been  to  see  at  least  a  representative  and  comprehensive  portion  of 
the  collection  go  to  one  of  our  great  museums,  where  it  would  be  available 
to  others  interested  in  the  study  and  collecting  of  early  American  glass.  I 
sincerely  regret  that  I  am  not  so  situated  as  to  make  such  a  gift  from  the 
collection  for  this  purpose. 

As  can  readily  be  imagined  this  first  sale  is  merely  the  beginning  of  a 
rather  stupendous  task.  For  this  initial  sale  I  have  taken  care  to  include  an 
assortment  representative  of  the  entire  span  of  glassmaking  in  America 
from  the  days  of  Caspar  Wistar  and  "Baron"  Stiegel  to  the  many  widely 
scattered  and  frequently  occurring  small  factories  which  followed  in  their 
wake  throughout  the  closing  years  of  the  eighteenth  and  early  and  mid- 
years of  the  nineteenth  centuries.  Many  of  my  choicest  and  rarest  examples 
have  been  included  in  this  sale  and  others  will  be  distributed  through 
succeeding  sales. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  state  that  everything  included  in  this  sale  is 
guaranteed  to  be  as  represented  and  described  in  the  catalogue.

EARLY  AMERICAN  HISTORICAL  GLASS  FLASKS 

T  TISTQRICAL  flasks  represent  a  most  interesting  phase  of  collecting  in  the 
field  of  early  American  glass.  These  whiskey  flasks  and  bar  bottles  were 
the  principal  commercial  products  of  many  glass  houses  throughout  the  New 
England  states,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Virginia,  Maryland,  Ohio,  Kentucky, 
and  Pennsylvania  during  the  period  from  about  1815  to  the  1870's.  They 
were  blown  in  two-piece  metal  molds  with  patterns  cut  intaglio  on  the  inner 
surface  of  the  molds  and  the  designs  impressed  on  each  side  of  the  flasks  when 
they  were  blown  into  the  mold. 

They  show  a  wide  and  varied  range  of  designs,  usually  of  historical,  political, 
or  patriotic  import  or  some  fanciful  pattern.  There  are  several  hundred  varie- 
ties of  these  flasks  and  bottles  and  new  ones  are  constantly  coming  to  light. 
While  a  large  proportion  occur  in  light  green  or  aquamarine,  dark  olive  green 
or  olive  amber  bottle  glass,  they  also  come  in  a  wide  range  of  brilliant  colors 
including  every  shade  and  tone  of  green,  blue,  amethyst,  purple,  yellow,  amber, 
and  clear  glass,  in  fact,  almost  every  color  known  to  the  glassmaker's  art. 
They  occur  in  half-pint,  pint,  and  quart  sizes,  and  occasionally  varieties  of  this 
type  have  been  found  in  half-gallon  sizes.  They  are  of  particular  importance 
to  the  collector  and  student  of  American  glass  because  so  many  of  them  occur 
with  the  name  of  the  glass  factory  blown  in  the  flask,  thereby  furnishing  a 
positive  identification  of  colors  and  other  characteristics  found  in  the  glass  of 
such  factories.

ST1EGEL  AND  STIEGEL  TYPE  GLASS 

NQUESTIONABLY  the  most  romantic  figure  in  the  whole  realm  of 


early  American  glass  is  "Baron"  Stiegel.  While  he  manufactured 
w  indow  glass  and  bottles,  his  was  the  first  glass  works  in  America  to  produce 
commercially  Hint  glass  for  table  and  decorative  use.  In  this  he  competed 
w  ith  the  English  factories  of  the  eighteenth  century  for  the  trade  of  the  Colo- 
nies, and  in  the  quality  of  his  product,  range  of  colors,  and  beauty  of  form 
and  decoration  he  equalled  and  frequently  excelled  the  finest  glass  made  by  his 
English  and  Continental  competitors. 

StiegeFs  enterprise,  launched  in  1763,  ended  in  failure  and  bankruptcy  in 
1774.  Stiegel  died  in  poverty  and  obscurity;  his  body  rests  in  an  unknown 
grave.  But  the  heritage  he  left  to  collectors  of  American  glass  is  a  rich  and 
varied  one.  When  I  speak  of  this  heritage,  I  refer  not  only  to  glass  which 
may  actually  have  been  made  in  the  Stiegel  factories,  but  to  glass  subse- 
quently made  after  the  Stiegel  technique  in  other  factories  which  came  into 
existence  and  operated  with  varying  degrees  of  success,  or  more  often  with 
financial  failure,  in  the  closing  years  of  the  eighteenth  and  first  half  of  the 
nineteenth  century. 

Stiegel  glass  or  glass  of  Stiegel  type  is,  generally  speaking,  the  antithesis  of 
that  produced  in  the  South  Jersey  factories.  It  follows  more  closely  the  fine 
quality  and  delicacy  of  the  Venetian  influence.  It  was  molded  glass,  that  is, 
the  glass  was  blown  into  small  metal  molds,  open  at  the  top,  and  with  a  design 
or  pattern  cut  intaglio  upon  the  smooth  inner  surface  of  the  mold.  After  the 
first  gathering  of  glass  on  the  blow  pipe  had  been  allowed  to  cool  somewhat, 
and  a  second  gathering  made  upon  this  foundation,  the  whole  was  slightly 
expanded  by  blowing  and  then  blown  into  the  hollow  mold,  the  pattern  being 
thus  impressed  on  the  partly  blown  bubble  of  glass  which  was  then  withdrawn 
and,  by  blowing,  expanded  to  the  desired  size. 

Among  the  finer  pieces  produced  in  Stiegel's  factories  were  sugar  bowls  and 
covers  in  cobalt  or  deep  sapphire  blue,  with  a  sort  of  expanded  diamond  or, 
more  correctly  speaking,  ogival  pattern;  flower  vases  in  clear  glass,  blue,  ame- 
thyst, and  deep  emerald  green  with  a  design  of  sunken  panels  encircling  the 
lower  part.  His  amethyst  toilet  or  perfume  bottles,  especially  those  show  ing 
the  "expanded  daisy"  design  like  No.  223A  are  probably  the  apex  of  his 
achievement  in  glassmaking.  Nothing  like  these  perfume  bottles  or  the 
paneled  vases  have  been  found  in  England  or  on  the  Continent,  and  it  can  be 
accepted  that  they  are  distinctive  American  products  and  that  Stiegel  actually 
made  such  pieces  in  his  glass  works  at  Manheim,  Pennsylvania. 
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It  was  Stiegel's  desire  and  avowed  intention  to  produce  glass  which  in  every 
respect  of  quality  and  beauty  would  equal  that  of  his  English  competitors  of 
the  Bristol  district.  In  this  he  succeeded  far  too  well  for  the  comfort  of  the 
present  day  cataloguers  of  early  American  glass.  To  distinguish  between 
many  specimens  produced  in  the  contemporaneous  Bristol  factories  and  similar 
specimens  of  Stiegel  output  is  today  well  nigh  impossible. 

In  like  manner,  after  the  failure  of  Stiegel's  enterprise,  workmen  from  his 
factory  and  later  their  descendants,  trained  in  the  Stiegel  technique,  were 
employed  in  other  early  American  glass  houses  and  produced  beautiful  glass 
following  so  closely  the  Stiegel  type  in  form,  color,  and  decorative  technique 
that  it  is  frequently  difficult  with  respect  to  certain  specimens,  to  say  which 
are  Stiegel  and  which  were  produced  after  the  Stiegel  tradition  in  some  other 
early  American  factory.

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HE  first  glass  factories  in  America  to  operate  with  any  degree  of  success 


and  to  produce  glass  of  sufficient  quantity,  beauty,  and  quality  to  merit 
preservation  from  generation  to  generation  were  those  founded  by  Caspar 
Wistar  in  Salem  County,  New  Jersey,  in  1738  and  by  William  Henry  Stiegel 
in  Elizabeth,  Pennsylvania,  in  1763.  Stiegel's  glassmaking  was  in  1765  trans- 
ferred to  his  new  factory  at  Manheim.  Expert  glassmakers  from  Germany 
and  from  the  factories  in  Bristol,  England,  were  brought  over  to  inaugurate 
these  new  enterprises  in  the  Colonies.  Naturally,  therefore,  we  find  in 
Wistarburg,  and  in  the  other  South  Jersey  glass  which  followed  in  its  wake 
and  in  the  work  of  Stiegel,  the  same  feeling  in  forms  and  decorative  technique, 
which  from  ancient  times  had  been  copied  and  perpetuated  by  the  glassblowers 
of  Persia,  Venice,  Spain,  Germany,  and  England,  and  in  turn  passed  on  to 
America.  Some  changes  in  methods  and  improvement  in  equipment  there  may 
have  been  from  time  to  time,  but  through  all  the  centuries  the  graceful  shapes 
and  decorative  technique  of  the  ancient  glassmaker  have  been  retained. 

Window  glass  and  bottles  were  the  commercial  products  of  Caspar  Wistar 
and  his  son  Richard,  who  succeeded  him;  also  of  the  numerous  small  factories 
which  later  followed  in  their  footsteps  throughout  South  Jersey.  The  beau- 
tiful bowls,  pitchers,  and  other  articles  blown  in  these  factories  were  by- 
products of  individual  workmen  and  were  not  produced  commercially. 

In  form  and  treatment  the  South  Jersey  glass  is  heavy,  frequently  crude;  the 
decorative  effects  were  achieved  by  the  shape  itself  or  by  a  superimposed  layer 
of  glass  tooled  into  a  heavy  swirl  or,  more  frequently,  into  a  frieze-like  design 
often  terminating  in  a  broad  flat  pad  referred  to  as  "lily-pad".  Applied 
threading  around  the  neck  and  portions  of  the  body  and  crimping  of  the  foot 
are  other  South  Jersey  decorative  features.  As  a  later  development,  decoration 
was  often  obtained  through  the  use  of  various  color  combinations  in  swirled 
and  looped  effects.  A  characteristic  example  of  this  type  of  decoration  is 
shown  in  the  vase  No.  28. 

Most  of  these  individual  South  Jersey  pieces  are  blown  from  window  or  heavy 
bottle  glass  and  in  this  respect  are  quite  different  from  the  Stiegel  or  Stiegel 
type  glass,  which  was  generally  Hint  glass  of  fine  quality. 

Under  the  grouping  of  Wistar  type  and  South  Jersey  are  included  typical 
examples  either  found  in  the  South  Jersey  districts  and  known  to  have  been 
made  in  the  glass  factories  of  that  section  or  pieces  which,  in  point  of  color, 
quality  ol  ^lass,  decorative  technique,  and  other  individual  touches  show  dis- 
tinctive South  Jersey  origin. 

South  Jersey  pieces  are  also  occasionally  encountered  blown  in  pattern  molds 
from  Hint  glass.

NEW  YORK  STATE  GLASS 

I  "*  HERE  were  many  factories  scattered  throughout  the  State  of  New  York 
in  the  early  and  mid-years  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The  commercial 
products  of  these  factories  like  those  in  the  South  Jersey  district  were  largely 
window  glass,  bottles,  flasks,  and. similar  hollow  ware.  In  practically  none  of 
them  were  blown  tableware  or  decorative  glass  produced  as  a  commercial 
product.  Many  of  the  workmen  in  the  New  York  State  factories  seemed 
to  have  been  trained  in  the  South  Jersey  technique  and  in  the  individual  pieces 
blown  by  such  workmen  the  South  Jersey  tradition  in  form  and  decoration 
is  closely  followed. 

Many  of  the  finest  pieces  showing  the  superimposed  decoration,  threaded  neck, 
and  crimped  foot  which,  a  few  years  ago  were  considered  and  referred  to  as 
Wistarburg  glass,  were  actually  produced  by  individual  workmen  in  these 
early  New  York  State  glass  houses.  Light  green  or  aquamarine,  frequently 
with  a  lovely  turquoise  tone,  is  a  characteristic  color  encountered  in  New  ^  ork 
State  glass,  but  pieces  are  also  found  in  beautiful  shades  of  blue,  amber  and, 
occasionally,  in  the  dark  olive  green  referred  to  as  "black"  glass.

GLASSWARE  FROM  FACTORIES  OF 
THE  NEW  ENGLAND  STATES 

ANY  grouping  of  the  glass  factories  of  New  England  must  of  course  include 
the  Sandwich  Glass  Works  and  the  factory  of  the  New  England  Glass 
Company.  The  commercial  products  of  these  factories  were'  tableware  of  all 
kinds,  lamps,  candlesticks,  decorative  glass,  in  fact,  almost  everything  which  a 
large  commercial  glass  house  could  produce  was  made  in  these  factories. 
Nearly  everyone  who  speaks  of  Sandwich  or  of  the  New  England  Glass 
Company  immediately  associates  them  with  pressed  glass.  However,  it  must 
be  remembered  that  much  of  the  finest  blown  glass  produced  in  America  from 
1820  to  about  1840  was  made  in  these  Massachusetts  and  contemporaneous 
Pittsburgh  factories. 

Scattered  throughout  New  England,  however,  especially  in  Connecticut  and 
New  Hampshire,  were  many  small  glass  houses,  the  commercial  products  of 
which  were  principally  bottles,  flasks,  snuff  jars,  and  similar  hollow  ware. 
These  factories  were  largely  local  in  their  operation,  many  of  them  short-lived, 
and  the  bowls,  pitchers,  mugs,  jars,  and  similar  individual  pieces  produced  by 
the  workmen  are  today  of  comparative  and  frequently  great  rarity. 

In  these  individual  pieces,  especially  those  blown  in  Keene  and  Stoddard,  New 
Hampshire,  the  South  Jersey  technique  is  frequently  encountered.  In  most 
instances  the  glass  was  heavy  bottle  glass  and  in  color,  dark  amber,  olive 
amber,  and  olive  green.  At  the  Keene  [Marlboro  Street]  Glass  Works  in  the 
early  years  of  its  operation,  clear  flint  glass  was  produced,  but  probably  to  a 
limited  extent.  Blown  three-mold  glass  was  also  made  here  but,  as  far  as  we 
know,  only  in  amber  and  olive  green  colors. 

An  outstanding  product  of  the  Keene  [Marlboro  Street]  Glass  Works  was  its 
Masonic  flasks.  These  flasks  in  very  heavy  glass  occur  in  a  wonderful  range 
of  colors—  brilliant  greens  of  every  conceivable  shade,  blues,  amethyst,  purple, 
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and  occasionally  clear  glass.  Some  of  these  flasks  carry  the  initials  H  s,  stand- 
ing for  Henry  Schoolcraft,  who  was  one  of  the  early  proprietors  of  the  glass 
works.  Others  have  the  initials  J  P,  the  j  like  an  old  fashioned  i;  these  stand 
for  Justus  Perry,  who  was  also  one  of  the  early  proprietors.  Similar  to  these 
Masonic  flasks  in  colors,  weight,  and  other  characteristics  of  the  glass  are 
flasks  in  sunburst  design  and  heavy  square  decanters  with  the  corners  cut  diag- 
onally like  No.  66. 

In  the  products  of  the  Connecticut  and  New  Hampshire  glass  houses,  alone, 
one  can  find  a  most  fascinating  and  almost  inexhaustible  field  of  collecting. 
By  inexhaustible,  I  mean  the  products  of  these  factories  and  the  pieces  pro- 
duced by  the  individual  workmen  are  so  varied  and  in  many  cases  so  rare  that 
there  is  always  the  lure  of  something  new  to  be  sought  for  or  acquired.

Glass  collectors  associate  this  factory 
especially  with  the  term  "Pitkin  flasks".  The  term  has  been  quite  generally  applied 
to  flasks  blown  by  the  old  German  method  of  bottle  blowing,  where  the  body, 
while  the  bottle  was  in  the  process  of  making,  has  been  redipped  in  the  metal, 
/  £  ^  the  second  gathering  of  glass  extending  only  to  a  point  just  below  the  neck  of  the 

bottle.  For  many  years  bottles  blown  in  this  manner  have  been  referred  to  as 
having  an  "inserted  neck"  which,  of  course,  is  not  correct.  This  type  of  bottle 
was  not  confined  to  the  Pitkin  Glass  Works.  Flasks  exactly  the  same  in  color 
and  type  were  made  at  Keene,  and  many  of  the  so-called  Pitkin  flasks,  especially 
those  in  brilliant  and  varied  shades  of  clear  green  and  golden  ambers,  were 
probably  made  in  Pennsylvania  and  Mid-western  factories.

OHIO  AND  MIDWESTERN  GLASS 

T  N  a  great  deal  of  the  blown  glass  from  the  Ohio  and  Mid-Western  section 
there  is  a  marked  continuation  of  the  Stiegel  type  in  form  and  decorative 
technique  as  well  as  in  the  fine  quality  and  beautiful  colors  of  the  metal  used. 
Unquestionably,  after  the  failure  of  Stiegel's  enterprise,  workmen  from  his 
factories  and  their  descendants  trained  in  his  technique  found  employment  in 
the  glass  houses  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Ohio  River  districts.  Much  of  the 
glass  produced  in  these  early  factories,  especially  bowls,  pitchers,  flips,  sugar 
bowls,  and  other  pieces  blown  by  individual  workmen  in  pattern  molds  used 
in  making  flasks  and  bottles,  are  in  every  respect  equal  to  the  finest  products 
of  Stiegel's  own  factories.  In  many  cases  they  followed  so  closely  the  Stiegel 
tradition  that  they  can  well  pass  for  veritable  Stiegel  products.  In  other  in- 
stances they  show  individual  characteristics,  establishing  them  absolutely  as 
distinctively  early  American  glass  entirely  different  from  any  specimens 
encountered  in  England  or  on  the  Continent.     Because  o)  the  similarity  in 
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quality,  form,  and  decoration  much  of  this  Ohio  and  Mid-Western  pattern 
molded  glass  has  been  referred  to  as  "Ohio  Stiegel".  Among  the  specimens 
blown  in  these  factories  are  to  be  found  some  of  the  finest  examples  of  the 
glassmaker's  art  ever  produced  in  America.

Similar  bottles  in  light  green  were  for  years  referred  to  as  Stiegel  and  one  is 
illustrated,  No.  5  in  Hunter's  book  on  Stiegel  glass.

BLOWN  THREE-MOLD  GLASS 


T)LOWN  three-mold  glass  in  its  multiplicity  of  beautiful  ami  interesting 
patterns  is  a  distinctive  product  of  our  American  glass  factories  of  the 
early  nineteenth  century.  The  patterns,  particularly  the  geometric,  were 
adapted  to  blown  molded  glass  from  those  found  on  contemporaneous  Irish 
and  English  glass.  It  was  unquestionably  a  commercial  product  and  a  popular 
tableware  of  the  period.  It  is,  therefore,  strange  that  we  have  little  definite 
information  as  to  the  factories  in  which  it  was  produced.  We  are,  however, 
reasonably  certain  that  a  large  proportion  was  made  at  the  Sandwich  ( rlass 
Works  and  also  at  the  works  of  the  New  England  Glass  Company.  It  is  also 
probable  that  some  was  made  in  certain  of  the  contemporaneous  Pittsburgh 
factories,  and  a  strong  tradition  has  always  persisted  that  the  Kensington  Glass 
Works  in  Philadelphia  produced  blown  three-mold  ghiss. 

We  know  that  in  certain  small  factories  in  Ohio  and  possibly  in  Wheeling, 
Virginia  (now  \V7est  Virginia),  the  products  of  which  were  bottles  and 
window  glass,  some  blown  three-mold  glass  was  produced,  the  metal  being 
ordinary  bottle  glass  and  the  pieces,  blown  from  bottle  molds,  were  products 
ol  the  individual  workmen. 


FIRST  SESSION 


It  has  been  definitely  established  that  three-mold  glass,  in  certain  geometric 
patterns,  was  blown,  both  in  bottle  glass  and  in  clear  flint,  in  the  Mt.  Vernon 
Cilass  Works,  Vernon,  New  York.  We  also  know  that  quart  and  pint 
decanters  and  inkwells  in  shades  of  dark  olive  green  and  amber  bottle  glass 
were  made  at  Keene,  New  Hampshire  and  similar  inkwells  at  Coventry, 
Connecticut.

The  probability  is  that  a  large  portion  of  these  lovely  toilet  bottles 
which  come  in  a  wide  range  of  colors,  including  various  shades  of  blue,  amethyst, 
purple,  clear  glass,  and  occasionally  in  green,  were  made  at  the  Sandwich  Glass 
Works  and  possibly  at  the  factory  of  the  New  England  Glass  Company.  The 
foregoing  examples  are  included  as  they  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  range  of  colors 
encountered  in  these  three-mold  toilet  bottles.

Not  1':  This  chalice  is  very  similar  to  the  important  example  in  the  John 
Hays  Hammond,  Jr.  Collection  originally  assembled  by  Leslie  Huswell  and 
shown  through  the  courtesy  of  the  present  owner,  Mrs.  William  Gregg  Walker, 
at  the  Art  Centre,  in  the  fall  of  1930.  The  chalice  in  that  collection  came  from 
a  private  family  in  Philadelphia  and,  according  to  tradition,  was  attributed  to 
Stiegel.  That  and  the  similar  specimen  shown  here  show  strong  Continental 
characteristics  indicative  of  an  earlier  origin  than  that  of  Stiegel's  factory.

Chestnut  Grove;  blown  in  the  bottle  is  inscription,  Whitney  Glass 
Works,  Glassboro,  New  Jersey.  On  one  side  are  interesting  original 
labels. 

Note:  This  is  a  particularly  interesting  bottle,  not  only  because  these 
bottles  are  quite  rare  but  because  it  is  one  of  the  few  types  known  with  the 
name  of  the  Whitney  Glass  Works  blown  in  the  glass. 


346.   Pint  Flask 

Light  green  glass  with  a  large  sunburst  on  each  side;  the  edges  corru- 
gated horizontally.  Rare. 


347.   Half-pint  Flask 

Clear  light  green  glass;  large  sunburst  on  each  side;  edges  ribbed 
vertically. 

Note:    These  flasks  are  of  a  type  attributed  to  the  Keene  (Marlboro  Street) 
Glass  Works. 


48.  Quart  Bottle 

Of  brilliant  aquamarine  glass,  the  oval  body  tapering  to  a  cylindrical 
neck  with  collared  lip.

349.   Rare  Snuff  Bottle 

Clear  brilliant  yellow-green  glass;  of  the  type  attributed  to  the  Keene 
(Marlboro  Street)  Glass  Works. 
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350.  Snuff  Bottle 

Olive  amber  glass;  blown  in  one  side  is  the  inscription,  E.  Roome, 
Troy,  Nezv  York.    Probably  a  Keene  piece. 

Note:    Bottles  with  this  inscription  are  very  rare. 

351.  Pint  Flask. 

Clear  brilliant  amber  glass  in  the  form  of  a  clock  face  with  the 
inscription,  Binenyer's  Regulator;  on  the  edges,  IQ  Broad  Street, 
New  York. 

Note:    Probably  made  at  the  Whitney  Glass  Works.    Binenger  was  one  of 
the  well-known  early  liquor  wholesalers  in  New  York.
